HOLLYWOOD (4)—Is the mo- 
tion picture industry at the cross- 
roads ? 

Lately there has been much feel- 
ing in Hollywood that the movie 
business is undergoing many 
changes. Symptoms have includ- 
ed drop of theater receipts from 
the wartime high, studio shakeups 
and a general lag in production. 
In an attempt to fathom the pos- 
sible changes, I asked a question 
of five of the topmost industry 
leaders. (Answers are in order 
of receipt.) 

Question: What changes do you 
expect to see in the motion pic- 
ture industry this year? 

Darryl F. Zanuck, 20th-Fox 
production head: “In addition to 
greater emphasis on best-selling 
noVels which already have the ap- 
proval, of the public, the motion 
picture industry will come of age 
this year. 

Walt Disney: “With the ter- 
rifie high cost of production, the 
change I see in the coming’ year 
is fewer but better pictures.” 

Dore Schary, RKO production 
chief: “World conditions and 
tensions will of necessity be re- 
flected in the picture business in 
terms of its economy, its program 
and its attitude toward the future. 

Independent producer Samuel 
Goldwyn: “Better films, with bet- 
ter stories, with more care exer- 
cised in casting, direction and 
productions.

Soviet Russia’s propaganda of- 
fensive against what it re, ards 
as an American attack on Com- 
munism has devcloped new and 
violent tactics” which have sub- 
j ordinated political | isms to econ- 
omic issues. 

The latest thesis of the Moscow 
press is that the United States 
is headzd for a whale of a de- 
pression, and that the other na- 
tions of the world had better 
hiteh their commercial wagons 
to the Soviet star. 

Why turn to Russia? Well, to 
use the language of the Com-: 
munist newspaper Izvestia, it is 
because the Soviet Union does’ 
not have any depression and is 
not going to have any, for “the 
great country of the Soviet” 
does not depend on the Wildly 
swinging pendulum of the Ameri- 
can economy. 

All this is aimed at attracting 
the attention of countries for 
which Moscow believes America 
‘is angling—and probably is. These 
include the Scandinavian states, 
Italy, France and South America, 

Russia apparently thinks Eng- 
land is in the grip of American 
raoney lenders but hopes to win 
the British over to the Soviet 
fold. 

Washington, not attempting to 
hide its light under a_ bushel, 
yesterday made it known that 
Secretary of State Marshall's. pol- 
icy planning staff soon will re- 
exaniine world economic condi- 
tions to determine America’s long 
range policy, 

It is said this survey may 
result in a decision on how much 
more financial help the United 
States government must be pre- 
pared to provide foreign coun- 
tries in the next couple of years. 

Moscow is concenirating its 
economic propaganda fire on 
prime objectives,’ of which there 
are many. 
| An outstanding example. is ‘the 
‘situation in Germany which is 
‘suffering a grave food shortage. 

General Lucius Clay, American 
military governor in the Reich, 
disclosed yesterday he had set in 
moticn a campaign to inform the 
Germans of Uncle Sam’s efforts 
to feed them. 


Clay said one reason for this 
move was to offset Communist 
propaganda which has been mak- 





ing capital of the food scarcity 
in the American and_ British 
zones.

More Libraries 


By JAMES MARLOW 

WASHINGTON (/#) — There’s 
a bill in Congress to help spread. 
libraries so more people can get 
a chance to read and study. 

This bill, sponsored by the 
American Library association, 
was offered in the Senate by Sen- 
ators: Aiken (R-Vt), and Hill (D- 
Ala). ‘ 

What will happen to this bill, 

if anything, is. anyone’s guess. 
Briefly, this is its purpose: 
1. Help the states, with govern- 
ment money, to set up temporary 
libraries where there is no library 
service now. 

2. Then, if the people in the 
area want a permanent library, 
the states or counties can set up 
a permanent one at their own ex- 
pense. 

In short, the bill would provide 
Federal money to get people, now 
without libraries, interested in the 
benefits of libraries. 

The background of all this is 
given as follows by the library 
association: 

Only about 675 of the 3,100 
counties in this country have 
county-wide library service. 

So, as a result, 35,000,000 peo- 
ple have no public libraries within 
reach. 

Of those 35,000,000 about 32,- 
000,000 live in small villages or 
the open country. 

Arkansas, with an average in- 
come of $248 per person, spends 
only an average of 5 cents per per- 
son for library service. 

Because of this,- the Arkansas 
library service reaches only 44 per 
cent of its population. Most of 
those with library service live in 
the cities. 

How could this be improved? 
The library association suggests: 

The bookless county people—-or 
all the people in a state—-could tax 
themselves a little more to set up 
libraries. 

Tax themselves how much? The 
library association figures: 

About $25,000 a year is needed
